The meeting was called to order by the president 
Lowell C. Frost. Prayer was offered by Rev. John 
Kimball, of the Universalist church. 

Reports of secretary and treasurer read and 
approved. 
Report of librarian stated that “The total circulation 
of books for the fifty-one weeks from Sept. 2, 1905, 
to Aug. 25, 1906, was 6797 volumes. Number of 
magazines during that time 1117. Distribution of 
books and magazines on Saturdays 5293. On 
Wednesdays 2621. Average number of books 
issued for one week was 135, a gain of some 15 vols.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


Frost Free Library has been opened every Sat- 
urday during the year and every Wednesday except 
Memorial day and the Fourth of July. The total 
circulation for the year ending Feb. 16, 1907, was 
6731 books; of this number 2137 were issued on 
Wednesdays and 4594 on Saturdays. The yearly 
distribution of books for the year ending Feb. 13, 
1904, when the library was opened but once a week 
was 5078, which shows an increase for the year just 
closed of 1653 books. In addition to this there 
were 1177 magazines issued during the last twelve 
months. 

The hearty co-operation of the teachers in the 
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public schools has been of great assistance to the 
young people as well as to the librarian. The 
teacher who is in close relationship with the pupil 
every day of the school year, naturally exerts a 
much greater influence over the child’s reading 
than the librarian, who sees the child but a few 
minutes each week. The list of books which the 
teachers have prepared have been faithfully used 
and the pupils have been frequent visitors at the 
library to consult the reference books. 

During the year one hundred new books have 
been purchased by the trustees, and the president, 
Mr. Lowell C. Frost presented the library with 
many interesting books, especially adapted to the 
young people. Among the books purchased, there 
are sixteen devoted toSunday-school work and they 
are sure to prove very helpful to all persons inter- 
ested in that line of work, as the books are all 
written by the best known workers in the Sunday- 
school movement. 

The number of magazines taken by the library 
has been increased, until there are now twenty-two 
of the best periodicals for distribution, and the W. 
C. T. U. has also presented the library with a year’s 
subscription to the Union Signal. 

The library now has 6414 volumns on its shelves 
and visitors from other places often emphasize the 
fact that Marlboro’ has an especially good library 
for a town of its size. 

An eleven page supplement of all books added 
since the catalogue of 1903 was written,has recently 
been printed and may be had at the librarian’s desk.

KEPOKT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


SSS pe 


Submitted to the town of Marlboro by the school 
board: 

It is always pleasant to report progress ina good 
cause and especially, in the cause of education. In 
some respects the last fiscal year has been the best 
known in the history of our public schools; and in 
saying this, we would not imply that our schools are 
all they might and should be. In fact all life is a 
school in which we should make advancement. If 
we fail to do so, we are responsible for neglect of 
duty and must accept its inevitable recompense. 

We should be appreciative and grateful for all the 
gifts of heaven, whether they come like air and light 
without any effort on our part; or like rich harvests 
_and high civilization, the outcome in part of human 
effort; these are blessings or curses according to 
their production and the use made of them. 

No riches though piled mountain high; no power . 
though it reaches the remotest star; no knowledge, 
though it extends to the ends of the earth, isa fit 
subject for gratitude, if it should be gained by 
cruelty or allied to it, disregarding principle and 
actuated by the lust of the flesh. So we should be 
truly grateful, if our schools the past year,have been 
achieving a noble work. It should -be constantly 
borne in mind that all education is imperfect yea, 
harmful, which does not aim at developing the best 
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in the young and so resulting in truemen and women. 

The schools have kept thirty-six weeks, except 
No. 4, which was suspended during the winter term 
for lack of pupils. The fall term of the village 
schools did not begin as soon as usual, and this 
resulted in prolonging them at the end of the winter 
term. This was occasioned by the fact that an 
honored citizen, Edward H. Kidder, Esq. unexpect- 
edly, generously, and most helpfully proposed 
having the halls and schoolrooms of our large 
building calcimined and finely painted and he would 
pay the bills. This was a work really demanded 
and to effect it, it was necessary to delay the opening 
of the school year; so the school board gracefully 
and most gratefully accepted the liberal offer and 
defferred the begining of the schools. 

As the scholars came together at the opening of 
the new school year, they found themselves in 
pleasant and inviting rooms, made cheerful and 
healthful by the liberality of one who is deeply 
interested in their education. All the citizens and 
pupils in town cannot otherwise than feel most 
grateful to the thoughtful and liberal donor. Mr. 
Kidder besides has placed upon the walls of the 
high school rooms eight large, unique, classical and 
valuable pictures from foreign lands, that the young 
may thereby be greatly benefitted in their studies, 
He who wisely ornaments a schoolroom is a_bene- 
factor indeed! 

We have been fortunate the past year in having 
no epidemic or contageous disease in town, thereby 
keeping the children from school; still there have 
been too many absences, causing loss of money and 
worst of all waste of character, which cannot be 
made up. - This should be remedied in Marlboro’, 
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as well as in all other towns. 

The tardinesses have been less than in former 
years; still there are more than should be. No 
excuse can be given for tardinesses or absences 
except in cases of sickness. Parents can and should 
remove these obstaclestothe progress of our schools. 
The schools generally have been doing well. 
Several pupils have been promoted in part, or in 
full, from a lower to a higher grade with good 
results. While we should not encourage scholars 
to hasten over studies, or overwork, still we need 
be careful that they have enough to do, for idleness 
breedsmischief. The more thanan average student 
should not be kept back for the sake of keeping him 
in a class to his detriment. Every pupil should be 
helped forward as fast as it is for his good. Real 
thinking grows the mind; the lack of it wastes it. 
Real thinking also conduces to health; the lack of 
it, to sickness, or at least weakness. We do not 
think there is a single pupil in town suffering 
from overstudy; those that are languishing, or are 
puny, are suffering for the want of proper 
exercise, good air or from too many sweet- 
meats, too much mince pie, or being out evenings 
and so deprived of sufficient sleep. No pupil can 
get on well with his studies with less than eight 
hours of good sleep. 

Some boys, we regret to report have violated the 
rules, as to smoking and using tobacco. This 
should not be permitted by parents, teachers, or 
school board, for it is very harmful to the young 
that use it according to the best testimony of 
medical and wise men and women. 


BOOKS AND STATIONERY. 


It is to be regretted that all pupils are not as neat 
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and careful in the use of their text books as they 
should be. They should be mindful that these are 
loans to them and therefore, demand particular 
caution as to how they are used. No pencilings or 
defacement of any kind should be made on the 
covers or the pages of books. No leaves or corners 
of leaves should be turned down, 


In some instances there has been discovered a 
waste. of paper, chalk and pencils. For these 
defects teachers must feel largely responsible for 
them, causing the pupils to make good all damages 
done. In this work economy can be taught, which 
is very essential in the education Of the young.

We are happy to report that the teachers, as a 
whole, have been devoted to their work, exhibiting 
ability, and tact in doing it. The really trained 
teacher is not confined to the text book, because he 
has mastered the subject in hand and so can impart 
from his own possession; one can give only from 
what is his own. The mere text book instruction 
has had its day. The truly cultured teacher will 
know what there is in a single book and vastly 
more, so as to use and impart the same in a natural 
and illustrative manner and thus fire the minds of 
the taught and keep them thinking and growing, 
mentally and morally. Such a teacher will incess- 
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antly keep advancing and always be able to say to 
his scholars, ‘Come up higher.” Teachers who 
cannot do this are no better than wet junckwood in 
winter fortheschoolroom. Such will not fire minds 
but freeze them. 

We have had two changes in teachers. A new 
one was in No. 4 for two terms. Miss Gunn, who 
had been in charge of the advanced grammar | 
classes for three years, doing excellent work, was 
induced to leave, to teach in her own state; but 
another trained teacher of much experience was 
secured to take her place; so there was no break in 
the class-work and the school has been doing well 
under the charge of Miss G. B. W. Scovell.

The high school is proving itself worthy to live. 
The teachers have done their best to forward it and 
the students in the main have been good mental 
and moral workers, ranking well in the branches 
persued and standing high in deportment. If this 
school cannot do first-class work, it has no right to 
live; let it build deep, broad and high, and it will 
bring great honors and blessings to our town and 
state by sending out teachers and laborers into the 
varied fields already ripe for harvest. 

God gives us children that we may co-operate 
with Him to make them not mere animals, not 
mere scholars, teachers, farmers, mechanics, or 
professional characters, but real men and women. 
Too many have little regard for the actual child. 
If the outward only looks well and presents a fair 
outside that is enough for them. They do not 
appear to have the least concern for their moral 
health. If they deceive and do little wrongs, they 
do not seem to be disturbed, but rather delighted 
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in their sowing wild oats, thinking that by-and-by 
they will reap more wheat for thus doing, which is 
an impossibility. They are not aware that, “A. 
branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except it abide in 
the vine. 

The branch may be mental arithmetic, language 
algebra, or latin, or it may not be a favorite, but 
even hated; since much of its value comes from its 
power to train and discipline the mind to think, 
making the youths studying it broader and better, 
it is deserving of being in the required curriculm. 
Often the branch that is dishked may be the one 
that will do the most good. 

The course of study in our school is the outcome 
of large experience and experiment in the hands of 
the best educators and therefore, cannot fail to 
meet the real mental wants of the average child. 
At least, it is the best means yet discovered for 
character building, and in the hands of efficient 
teachers, gives the best results. Parents should 
realize this fact, and so be in earnest to have their 
children complete the same. Let them fail of this 
and their characters are likely to be defective. 
The true teacher aims to have this thoroughly done 
but parents allow their children to play truants or 
be absent from school whenever they may desire; 
thus the teachers are defeated and the children are 
deficient in their development and so meet with 
an irreparable loss. Character is the individuality, 
the soul. “Asaman thinketh so is he.” What 
shall we say then of those who would make the 
body equal to, or more than the mind; or who 
regard the mortal equal to the immortal; or the 
animal superior to the divine. While we should 
strive for good physical health, we should not make 
this the chiefest, no, no. The mind is the man or 
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woman and should have our supreme attention. 
This is what is to live and should be so educated 
as to shine and grow forever. 

This trying to find some easy way to a good 
education and so keep the child from study by hav- 
ing the teacher do the thinking, is all false and 
decidedly wrong ;we might as well hire an instructor 
to do the eating for him. ‘This being afraid of 
hard study has played decided mischief among the 
young. It has virtually resulted in letting too many 
children educate themselves; and so the desires of 
the flesh have forced many into the ditch or over 
the cataract of passion. The parent and teacher 
should do their utmost to direct and lead the young 
in the way they should go, for their highest good; 
especially, should the teacher feel bound to achieve 
this result. 

The love of approbation and overweaning desires 
to please the young, should not defeat it. If they 
do, they commit a fearful mistake. 

The new fangled methods that have attempted 
to make mushroom scholars, have made glaring 
failures. There is no easy road to a knowledge of 
arithmetic, geography, grammar, history and higher 
branches of learning; these require hard study. It 
is true that some pupils will master certain branches 
quicker than others, and it is equally true that 
some branches are disagreable to certain minds, 
yet they should not be allowed to omit them, any 
more than a patient should be permitted to forego 
taking the needed medicine to restore health. 

In this age of hurry and bustle, when money get- 
ting is made the chiefest concern, there is danger 
of losing the head and missing the mark in educa- 
tional matters; so some parents not only allow but 
wish to have their children in the public school, 
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excused from studying certain branches because 
they are hard, and so they keep them from any 
mental drudgery, which is pernicious and destructive. 
All should be aware that the special object in our 
public school work is to educate the young to think, 
not to fit them for any special trade or profession, 
but to prepare them for specialities. This choosing 
and deciding upon one’s life-work should be 
deferred till approaching maturity that no mistake 
be made. Parents should be cautious and wait 
before they launch their offspring upon the sea of 
getting money for a livelihood. All know that the 
curse of this age is excessive eagerness to get rich, 
or else they will commit great wrong to their 
children by taking them out of school, when they 
should be there, putting them into the mill, store or 
office to their lasting injury; and so keeping them 
below the grade which Providence intended them 
to occupy. : 

Then again that line of education is defective and 
hollow, which seeks to teach only what is useful as 
an end, neglecting what is needful as a means. 
Men do not rowto become watermen, nor practice 
in the gymnasium to become tumblers, but to 
become strong and healthy for their chosen calling. 

‘Statistics show that the pupils who have com- 
pleted and mastered the branches in our public 
school curriculm, have come out ranking high, hav- 
ing made the hardest branches as whetstones to 
sharpen their mental and moral thinking powers, 
thereby enabling them to cut through the obstacles 
of life and place themselves on mounts of success 
and helpfulness. | 

Let our system be truly American, yet drawing 
assistance from every possible source of sound 
Jearning, especially from the greatest teachers, 
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Christ, Paul, Socrates, Froebal, Abalard, Pestalozzi, 
Arnold and Mann, keeping in mind always,’ The 
fear of the Lord is the beginning of knowledge,” 
yea, the end.
